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Melconian announces $56,000 grant 
for Agawam public housing 

Fundshuthorized from 2002 Housing Bond Bill 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Department of Housing and Community Development 
has granted $56,200 to the Agawam Housing 
Authority for public housing improvements authorized 
by the 2002 Housing Bond Bill, passed by the 
Legislature in August. 

“We have a responsibility to ensure the longevity 
and structural soundness of our public housing stock,” 
Senator Melconian said. "These funds will enable the 
Agawam Housing Authority to not only make needed 
repairs and improvements, but will also provide the 
Authority with the tools to create a long-term capital 
plan.” 

The Agawam Housing Authority will receive 
$44,000 for construction projects and $12,200 in plan¬ 
ning funds. The construction funds will enable the 
Housing Authority to improve the appearance of hous¬ 
ing developments and be more proactive in neighbor¬ 
hood development. The award will be used for roof 
repairs, heating and plumbing upgrades, kitchen mod¬ 


ernizations, structural improvements, and long-term 
maintenance. 

The planning funds will allow the AHS to update 
inventory and prepare a Capital Improvement portfo¬ 
lio using the Department of Housing and Community 
Development’s web-based Capital Planning System. 

Overall, the Department of Housing and 
Community Development awarded $350 million in 
public housing modernization' funds, including $261 
million for committed construction projects in 89 com¬ 
munities and $12.8 million in planning awards in 91 
communities. Also, $75.9 million has been reserved 
for expected capital improvement work to family hous¬ 
ing, special needs housing, and for lead paint abate¬ 
ments, youth services, and inflations costs and will will 
be disbursed over the next three to four years.

I am pleased to announce that the Hampden 
County Registry of Deeds has succeeded in achiev¬ 
ing its long-term goal of offering to the general public 
controlled access to the real estate records of the 
County via the Internet. 

While achieving this milestone has been personal¬ 
ly rewarding, the true benefit of Internet access is the 
greater choice, convenience, and responsiveness 
now available to the public. The use of the Internet will 
provide opportunities that have never been realized in 
previous computer document technologies. 

Off-site access to our database, instant transmis¬ 
sion, and flexible storage of records and effortless 
duplication of documents with a high standard of 
security are now part of our future - today. 

Internet access will allow a person to view a sum¬ 
mary of documents (indices) dating back to 1962 and 
actual documents dating back to 1988. We are cur¬ 
rently back scanning documents to provide access to 
records on a yearly basis prior to 1988.

TREE SAFETY 

* Never use candles as decorations. 

* Keep tree away from heat. 

* Never use a cut tree in a place of public assem¬ 
bly (apartment or hotel lobbies, restaurants, etc.). 

* Water a cut tree daily. 

* Use a "non-tip" style tree stand. 

* Use only fire-retardant decorations. 

* Never leave a lit tree unattended. 

* Dispose of your tree properly, soon after the hol¬ 
iday before needles dry out. 

* Artificial trees should have a fire-retardant label. 


KEEP THE SEASON BRIGHT... 

WATCH THOSE LIGHTS! 

* Unplug all lighting before retiring for the evening 
or leaving the house. 

* Blow out candles before leaving the room. Don’t 
leave candles burning unattended. 

* Purchase lights and electric decorations which 
are listed by an approved testing agency such as 
Underwriters’ Laboratory (UL). 

* Check all lighting for frayed wires, broken plugs, 
sockets, etc. 

* Never overload outlets. Use no more than three 
strands of lights on a single extension cord. 



* Never use candles on trees, near live or other 
flammable decorations. 

* Never hang lights on a metallic tree. 

* Always use appropriate weatherproof lights out¬ 
doors.

How to “wake up” your face...

The freedom of relationship 
rather than religion 

A little less than 2,000 years ago, a rather strange 
man emerged from seemingly nowhere and com¬ 
menced a campaign of spiritual revival. We know this 
man as “John the Baptist, but when he first appeared 
on the scene, hardly anybody knew who he was. Even 
though John the Baptist was a stranger to many, if not 
most, of the people he encountered, there was some¬ 
thing about him that people found compelling. 

If John the Baptist might be described as a “charis¬ 
matic figure,” it certainly was not because he present¬ 
ed himself well. He was hardly “slick.” The Bible tells 
us that John wore clothing made out of camel’s 
hair ; with a leather belt around his waist, and he 
ate locusts and wild honey. Imagine one of our 
major political parties putting forward a man like that 
as a candidate! 

In spite of his unusual appearance, the Bible tells 
us that the whole Judean countryside and all the 
people of Jerusalem went out to him. Confessing 
their sins, they were baptized by him in the Jordan 
River. Because John was capturing the hearts of the 
population, he also captured the attention of the polit¬ 
ical and religious leaders. 

One can only imagine what went through the minds 
of the religious leaders as John became more and 
more influential. The evidence indicates that they 
were confused and perplexed by him. They probably 
spent quite a bit of time and energy trying to figure out 
what to make of him. Finally, when they could stand it 
no longer, they actually went out and found him to ask 
him who he was. 

Now this was John’s testimony when the Jews 
of Jerusalem sent priests and Levites to ask him 
who he was. He did not fail to confess, but con¬ 
fessed freely, "I am not the Christ.” They asked 
him, “Then who are you? Are you Elijah?” He 
said, “I am not.” “Are you the Prophet?" He 
answered, “No.” Finally they said, “Who are you? 
Give us an answer to take back to those who sent 
us. What do you say about yourself?” 

John replied in the words of Isaiah the prophet, 
“I am the voice of one calling in the desert, ‘Make 
straight the way for the Lord. ” Now some 
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Pharisees who had been sent questioned him, 
“Why then do you baptize if you are not the Christ, 
nor Elijah, nor the Prophet?” “I baptize with 
water,” John replied, "but among you stands one 
you do not know. He is the one who comes after 
me, the thongs of whose sandals I am not worthy 
to untie.” This all happened at Bethany on the 
other side of the Jordan, where John was baptiz¬ 
ing. 

The questions the religious leaders posed to John 
indicated that they were ready to accept John if they 
could neatly place him in a category, even if that cat¬ 
egory had supernatural overtones to it. The Bible tells 
us that Elijah did not die; he was carried away super¬ 
natural^ by some angels. He was expected to reap¬ 
pear at some point, so to the religious leaders, it 
would be okay with them if John was Elijah. 

When John denied being Elijah, or “the Prophet,” he 
did not fit into their neatly constructed categories. One 
can almost hear the exasperated tone of the inquirers 
when they said, “Who are you? Give us an answer 
to take back to those who sent us. What do you 
say about yourself?” The Pharisees also got into the 
act, questioning John as to why he performed reli¬ 
gious ceremonies like baptism, as though he wasn’t 
supposed to if he wasn’t the Christ, Elijah, nor the 
Prophet. 

People whose focus is religion, rather than on their 
relationship with God, have a tendency to get hung up 
on things like protocol, power, and position. Some of 
them seem to derive their strength and sense of well¬ 
being from them, rather than from God. John obvi¬ 
ously lacked the position or the protocol to baptize 
people. At the same time, however, he certainly had, 
or to state it better, was connected to, the power to 
baptize people. That was plenty for John. 

John’s relationship with God gave him power, and 
a freedom, that religion can never give. John’s free¬ 
dom was displayed when Jesus grew in influence, 
while John’s influence began to wane. That would 
drive a person hung up on protocol, power, and posi¬ 
tion crazy. But it was fine with John. 

They came to John and said to him, “Rabbi, 
that man who was with you on the other side of 
the Jordan - the one you testified about - well, He 
is baptizing, and everyone is going to Him.” To 
this John replied, “A man can receive only what is 
given him from heaven. You yourselves can testi¬ 
fy that I said, 7 am not the Christ but am sent 
ahead of HimThe bride belongs to the bride¬ 
groom. The friend who attends the bridegroom 
waits and listens for him, and is full of joy when he 
hears the bridegroom’s voice. That joy is mine, 
and it is now complete. He must become greater; 
I must become less. ”

Avoiding holiday debt... 

In spite of the poor economy and continuing high 
unemployment rate, Americans are expected to 
spend a little more this holiday season than last year. 
According to the American Express 2002 Retail Index 
on holiday shopping the amount an average house¬ 
hold will spend rose this year to $1,656, up from 
$1,564 the year before. 

The survey’s results also suggest that consumers 
are looking for bargains and are driven by practical 
needs, focusing on presents like clothing, gift certifi¬ 
cates, ano even cash. In addition, consumers are 
more likely than ever to create a budget for their holi¬ 
day purchases. 

Other statistics show that consumers are also still 
carrying debt from last year.

With many con¬ 
sumers already “in the hole” and facing continuing 
economic uncertainty, creating realistic and practical 
budgets this year has become more important than 
ever. Here are some suggestions to help: 

* Set a holiday budget. Not knowing how much 
money you can afford to spend is one of the easiest 
ways to rack up debt. To avoid post-holiday financial 
blues, determine ahead of time how much you can 
afford to spend and allocate the amount among your 
gift recipients. If your budget is spread too thin, you 
may either have to take some people off your list or 
consider less expensive gift alternatives.

The 
vicious cycle may begin: balances are carried over,

more charges are incurred, interest rates increase, 
and (before you know it) there is no end to paying off 
the total amount due. Charging things on credit cards 
may sometimes seem more convenient, but try to 
remember how inconvenient all of those post-holiday 
bills and interest fees were last year. An easy way to 
avoid unmanageable credit card payments is to 
charge only what you can afford to pay each month or 
by using a charge card that you must pay off in full 
every month (such as an American Express Card).

Tis the season 
Drunk driving cases 

The busiest season for drunk driving cases is upon 
us. The standard of proof that the Commonwealth 
must meet in these cases is, of course, guilt beyond 
a reasonable doubt. Further, no conviction should 
result unless a jury is unanimous that “proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt” has been established by the cred¬ 
itable evidence presented. 

Fortunately, some police stations have cameras 
that videotape the booking process so that jurors can 
“see for themselves." 

With pressure from groups like Mothers Against 
Drunk Drivers and the fear of getting sued for letting 
a drunk driver go, more borderline stops may occur. 

Also, the so-called sobriety test may be no more a 
scientific test than placing an alleged criminal defen¬ 
dant in a pool filled with water to see if he/she sinks to 
the bottom, thus proving guilt. 

Maybe one cannot lift their leg 12 inches off the 
ground for 30 seconds, but then again, they never 
could. Or maybe the inability to recite the alphabet 
backwards while an armed, uniformed officer stares in 
your face is caused by the extreme nervousness 
caused by being stopped. 

Then there is the so-called Breathalyzer machine. 
It is extremely sensitive (dust, electrical currents, 
moisture) and must be operated exactly according to 
established procedure. 

Furthermore, recent studies have shown that peo¬ 
ple with acid reflux or other digestive disorders are 
subject to false positive tests on breath-analysis tests.

Be a helper... 

The best way to successfully market your home is 
to find the best agent for the job. If your home is for 
sale, you probably spent time looking around, inter¬ 
viewing, and selecting just the right person for the job.

Don’t let holiday depression get you down 


If you’re feeling “a little down" this holiday season, 
don’t be alarmed, you are not alone. 

“Many persons simply cannot live up to the often 
unreal expectations of the perfect holiday as por¬ 
trayed in movies, television, and magazines,” said Dr. 
Benjamin Liptzin, chairman, Department of 
Psychiatry, Baystate Health System. 

“The general assumption is that we are supposed 
to feel happy and close to our family during the holi¬ 
days, but that just isn't the case for everyone," he 

said. 

Dr Liptzin noted that the term “holiday depression” 
that persons often read or hear about at this time of 
year is not a specific diagnosis. 

“Holiday depression is not an illness,” said Dr. 
Liptzin, “but persons may experience a sullen feeling 
around the holidays for a number of reasons.” 

Dr Liptzin noted that the recent loss of a loved one, 
the inability to afford presents, and family stresses 
may contribute to a “blue Christmas.” And, he said this 
year the holiday stress is amplified for some by the 
lingering effects of September 11th and the uncertain¬ 
ty about a future war with Iraq. 


The Baystate psychiatrist said that you can have a 
bad day and feel down once in a while, but it doesn t 
necessarily mean that you’re under the spell of 
depression. 

He said that persons should consider seeking pro¬ 
fessional help if they are experiencing several of the 
following symptoms of clinical depression: trouble 
sleeping, appetite loss, loss of concentration, crying 
spells, suicidal feelings, fatigue, loss of interest in rou¬ 
tine activites. 

“If you are experiencing several of these symptoms 
for more than a week and you find that they are begin¬ 
ning to interfere with your job and everyday life, then 
you should have a professional evaluation,” said Dr. 
Liptzin. 

There is reason for hope, however. 

“Depression is common and treatable. About 80 
percent of depression cases are helped with psy¬ 
chotherapy or antidepressant medication," noted Dr. 
Liptzin.

Hi Ho, Hi Ho, 

Here comes the snow! 

It’s that time of year again - time to pull out the 
gloves, boots and shovels!

Heritage Hall 
provides education 
and field experience 
for aspiring nurses

A member of the adjunct faculty of Heritage Hall, 
Beverly Premo made the decision to teach clinical 
hours to several Holyoke Community College stu¬ 
dents who are studying to become licensed practical 
nurses. 

Mrs. Premo has been a nursing instructor for over 
20 years, including Springfield Technical Community 
College and the University of Massachusetts. 

"The reason I decided to teach the course is to help 
relieve the shortage of nurses,” Mrs. Premo 
explained. 

According to Jill Landis, director of Nursing for 
Heritage Hall Center, “Holyoke Community College 
has been sending students to our facility for several 
years to complete their clinical rotation. This is the 
very first experience these students have in clinical 
rotation. At the end of the academic year, the Practical 
Nursing Club at Holyoke Community College spon¬ 
sors a Pinning Ceremony, described in a letter to us 
as ‘a lovely rite of passage for the graduates and their 
families.’ Heritage Hall will be one of the sponsors of 
this special occasion." 

Gina Impagnatiello, Heritage Hall’s Campus direc¬ 
tor of marketing, coordinated a meeting with Mrs. 
Premo and the eight students from Holyoke 
Community College, as well as an opportunity for The 
AAN to speak with Administrator George Mercier. 

According to Mercier, "Heritage Hall has developed 
relationships with area nursing schools in providing 
both education and field experience for the aspiring 
nurse. We provide the clinical site and our staff nurs¬ 
es supervise the activities of the nurse trainees at all 
times." 

Miss Impagnatiello added, “This is a hands-on inte¬ 
gration of theory and practice.” 

For example, a student nurse has had classroom 
training and theory, but now there is the opportunity to 
apply that knowledge. Mercier explained, “The stu¬ 
dent nurses can apply their knowledge in an actual 
nursing care situation under the supervision of a 
licensed nursing professional. The panorama of serv¬ 
ices provided here at Heritage Hall reflect the work 
that used to be done at hospitals. 

“However, as health care costs increase, we are a 
lower-cost option, now hosting short-stay rehabilita¬ 
tion programs, hospice services for end-of-life care, 
as well as high quality long-term care for those who 
cannot live independently. The student nurse experi¬ 
ence at Heritage Hall opens up a whole new aware¬ 
ness of this area in professional nursing practice," 
Mercier added. 

Miss Impagnatiello observed, “The secondary gain 
for the center is that we’re able to expose nursing stu¬ 
dents to a wide variety of treatment and rehabilitation 
services in a skilled nursing center. Hopefully, they will 
choose this field, and maybe our facility, as a career 
option.” 

Nursing student Amy Martin commented, “I like this 


place because they don’t turn anyone away. They 
take people with all kinds of medical problems." 

Student Bertram Henry noted, "The nurses make 
me feel comfortable, as does the instructor.” 

And Tammy Gardner, president of the LPN class 
club, said, “Being here at Heritage Hall has been a 
wonderful experience. Bev Premo has been great. 
She’s a wealth of knowledge.” 

Mrs. Premo described Heritage Hall as “...a setting 
that is valuable because it provides very diverse expe¬ 
riences for the students. In the past, I used Baystate 
Medical and Mercy for clinical experience for my stu¬ 
dents. This is my first nursing home teaching site, and 
it has many advantages.” 

A culture of learning and growth for Heritage Hall 
employees has been cultivated due to a Campus on 
Campus Career Development Program. This campus¬ 
wide program targets over 300 employees. 


Although the nursing training on site is a separate 
segment of education on site, the climate is conducive 
for all educational pursuits. The Heritage Campus is a 
corporate partner and satellite college campus for 
Holyoke Community College. To date, two college 
courses have been offered at Heritage Hall. In the 
spring, three courses are scheduled. 

The vision is to create a “...permanent, sustainable 
satellite campus for Holyoke Community College, 
open to the community at large, that will offere one to 
two college-level courses and developmental courses 
on the Heritage Campus each semester,” according to 
Miss Impagnatiello. 

Heritage Hall is located in Agawam, owned and 
operated by Genesis Eldercare, and is comprised of 
five centers offering specialized rehabilitation servic¬ 
es, long-term care, and assisted living. The Heritage 
Hall campus employs nearly 600 people.

Some ideas to “stew” over... 

You can make anything into stew. Making a stew is 
just a way to braise on top of the stove. You brown off 
your meat, then you add the liquid and simmer it until 
the cows come home. Now, you add your veggies, 
cook it some more, and thicken up the juices a bit until 
it is almost like gravy. 

You sit down and bring up a spoonful, allowing the 
scent to drift in your nose like you were savoring a 
fine wine.

You can use any meat: chicken, beef, pork, or 
lamb. They all come out just a little better. Yes, chick¬ 
en qualifies. (You never had chicken and dumplings; 
it’s a chicken stew!) If you are French, you may 
remember Coc Au Vin - it’s a fancy way of saying 
chicken stew. 

It is thought that all you use in stew is meat that is 
too tough for anything else.

Arthur Gage, a veteran Agawam High School 
physics instructor, grew up in upstate New York in 
Oneonta, which is an Indian word meaning “city of the 
hills." 

His mother was a high school math teacher in the 
area, while his father was the owner of a storm win¬ 
dow and aluminum siding business. 

“I could see that my mother loved her work, while 
my father often seemed stressed out,” he told us. 
“And deep down, I think I always wanted to teach. But 
when I graduated from high school in 1964, the salary 
for a man to teach was not enough for a career.” 

A sports injury resulted in the need for neuro¬ 
surgery to remove two damaged vertebrae in Gage’s 
neck. “I had to learn to walk again. I was out of school 
for four weeks and in the hospital for three weeks,” he 
remembered. “The Syracuse doctor who performed 
the surgery presented my case at a national conven¬ 
tion. This was in the late 60s, when neurosurgery was 
not as advanced as now.” 

When asked which sport he played , Mr. Gage men¬ 
tioned football and basketball. It is logical to speculate 
that this powerfully-built person would have been a 
strong player on the gridiron. Instead, he faced a sur¬ 
gery so delicate, he might have died or he could have 
ended up living in a wheelchair and breathing through 
a tube, like present-day actor Christopher Reeve. As 
it is, Gage’s neck can only accommodate certain lim¬ 
ited motions. Not the least of his concerns were his 
studies. 


“I had to make up the work for all the school I 
missed,” he told us. “The experience of having this 
surgery has made me very sensitive to students who 
are going through any type of situation that could take 
away from them academically. I had teachers who 
were not empathetic to my problems. I am honest with 


my students, and I let them know that they can come 
and see me and we’ll work out their individual con¬ 
cerns." 

Gage had two choices for colleges in Oneonta, 
SUNY at Oneonta and Hartwick College. “I chose 
Hartwick, majoring in math and with a minor in 
physics. I graduated in 1968 without any courses for 
teaching. Deep down, I wanted to teach, but teaching 
did not pay well, so I got a job as a systems ana¬ 
lyst/computer programs at Mas’s. Mutual. I lasted in 
that job for only one year. It put a terrible strain on my 
neck because I was always looking down toward a 
desk.. 

Odds were, his heart was not in it, either. He start¬ 
ed looking for jobs, and in the summer of 1969, an 
opening became available in the Agawam Public 
Schools and Gage was hired by former 
Superintendent of Schools James Clark. 

“From the first day of teaching physics, I loved the 
work. There is nothing else I would rather do. I 
absolutely love it, and I love all the kids I've taught 
over the years,” he said. 

"When I began, there was just one type of physics. 
Now there are three levels, depending on interest and 
abilities. There is pre-engineering for a person who 
likes math. That’s called advanced placement. There 
is honors physics for people who want less math. This 
is the traditional physics. 

“Finally, there is conceptual physics for students 
who have ‘math anxiety.’ The course focuses on the 
concepts of physics,” he added. 

"Physics students tend to be active in school, such 
as band or sports. They don’t object to taking on an 
academic challenge,” Gage said. 

“The 2003-2004 academic year will be my last 
teaching in Agawam,” he continued. “I will retire, but I 
intend to teach in Connecticut for another six or seven 
years. Agawam High School is a very good school for 
students to attend. There are a lot of excellent teach¬ 
ers, and more are coming in.” 

Margaret Gage, his wife, teaches at James Clark 
School. They have lived in Agawam since 1975 and 
have two children. Their son, Thomas, a 1996 gradu¬ 
ate of Agawam High School and a 2001 graduate of 
the University of Massachusetts Amherst. “Tom 
majored in landscape architecture and is working in 
Sacramento, California for an architectural firm." 

Their daughter, Lindy, is also an AHS graduate who 
attended Hobart College. “Actually, Hobart and 
William Smith College are part of the same school in 
Geneva, New York. Hobart is for men and William 
Smith is for women, so technically she graduated from

William Smith, but Hobart is the name heard most 
often. Lindy majored in Spanish,” Gage noted. 

After several months living in Scottsdale, Arizona, 
working at a resort, Lindy will return home and will 
probably begin teaching high school Spanish in the 
near future. 

Gage also teaches professional development 
courses offered to teachers through the Agawam 
School System. 

“\ started out teaching kindergarten through sixth- 
grade teachers, but now l teach all grade levels. This 
entails two hours a week teaching a physics-related 
professional development course for teachers within 
the Agawam School System. 

“This year, the course is astronomy and next year, 
I will teach The Science of Toys.’ The teachers who 
attend are very enthusiastic. They are able to earn 
professional development points for re-certification, 
known as P.D.P.’s. Agawam should be commended 
for making these courses available. Not all school dis¬ 
tricts provide such courses. I can’t say enough about 
teaching in this community," Gage related.

Presence, Not Presents 

This is a column that I wrote before, but I felt that it 
should be reread this year, too. Its message is strong 
and necessary to hear. Hopefully, it will give you 
pause. 

Now that the holiday season is in full swing, peo¬ 
ple’s thoughts turn to gift-giving and mall-shopping. I 
am no exception. The other night, I went to the mall 
and found the place was jumping. People were dis¬ 
cussing what to get for this one and that one. 
Bargains were being grabbed up and lists were being 
checked off. 

As I was waiting in a long line to purchase several 
items, I began thinking about the word “presents." 
Then, my mind wandered to the word “presence.” Yes, 

I know. These two words sound alike, yet they have 
such different meanings, so I began to think about 
these homophones and the impact each has on a per¬ 
son’s life. 

We all do like to receive presents, but are they real¬ 
ly the primary things that we want, the things that will 
bring us the most joy? I don’t think so. For the moment 
we are thrilled with the gift, but that feeling is fleeting. 
Think about the child who has a room filled with 
stuffed animals, perhaps the state-of-the-art technolo¬ 
gy, and the best musical instruments that money can 
buy. Every day, the child goes to her room, plays with 
the sundry things that she finds there, but doesn't find 
real enjoyment in them. 

What’s the problem? The problem is that her folks 
are away a lot working and when they are home, they 
really don’t include her in many of their activities. 
What she really wants is their presence, not their 
presents. She wants to feel needed; she wants them 
there to discuss problems and everyday happenings 
with her. Simply restated, she wants them around. 

Sometimes parents feel that they can “buy" their 
children’s affection. The parents know that they are 


busy and unable to spend too much time with their off¬ 
spring, so they feel that presents will make up for their 
presence. Unfortunately, presents do not communi¬ 
cate. Presents do not give the warmth and nurturing 
that is needed. 

I know it’s hard with some people’s work to be able 
to always be present, yet I do feel that parents can 
make an effort to be present more than sometimes 
they are. Frankly, I don’t think the parents are really 
aware that their children may need them around more 
often, since many times, youngsters do not share this 
feeling with their folks; many times the youngsters are 
not really aware of why they are feeling so unhappy. 
Often, the children retreat to their rooms anyway. 
Other times, they may be aware, but they also know 
that their parents are working hard and they don’t 
want to upse them and appear selfish by wanting 
them around. Yet, whether the children are inside of 
their rooms or not, there is comfort just knowing their 
parents are home. 

I’ll never forget going to my son’s athletic games. 
Many times, I would be exhausted after work, yet I 
would drive all over to surrounding towns in order to 
stand and cheer in the cold, wind, hot sun, and/or 
stuffy gymnasium. Looking around, I would often 
notice children peering into the crowd trying to see if 
their folks had come to witness their performance. 

How chagrined they often were to find them 
absent. I remember poignantly one enconter with a 
player. After the basketball game, the parents came 
running out on the floor, seeking out their children, 
and hugging them and praising them. 

The game had been close, our team had hung in 
there and victory was ours at last. I embraced my son, 
then looked at the young man next to him. Clearly, no 
one was there to hug him, so I leaned forward, 
enveloped him, and told him how proud I was of his 
performance and how lucky my son was to have him 
as a teammate. 

The boy told me that he wished his dad had seen 
his performance, but it was too difficult for Dad to get 
to any of his games. How sad! How much the father 
was missing! Any presents he may have bestowed 
upon his son would never mean as much to him as his 
presence. 

Presence or presents...they sound alike, but that’s 
where the similarity stops. Presents are nice, but 
presence is lasting.

Loaded AHS 
wrestling team 
takes aim at 
defeating Ludlow

Of all the winter sports programs at Agawam High 
School, it would be a safe assumption to say that 
wrestling has had the most continuing success since 
the late 1970s. 

A dynasty has been built here, upon which most 
surrounding schools are aware of and have a great 
deal of respect for. 

The brilliant leadership of retired Coach Phil 
Tomkiel played a huge part in Agawam’s triumphant 
quest for glory. During his 24 seasons as the 
Brownies’ wrestling coach, Tomkiel led his team to 
two State Championship titles and 11 WMass. titles. 

In 1988, and again in 1995, Agawam place first 
among the Division I teams in the State Finals. 
Tomkiel was named “National Wrestling Coach of the 
Year” in 1977 by the National Coaches Association, 
and he has been inducted into the Wrestling Hall of 
Fame. 

Filling the shoes of Coach Tomkiel was not an easy 
task, but Agawam succeeded in it by acquiring the tal¬ 
ents of a man who is no 
stranger to success in 
Agawam. Kirk Parker 
was ultimately the 
Brownies’ first choice 
for the job, and the 
more-than-qualified 
coach had no reserva¬ 
tions about accepting it. 

Parker is renowned 
as a football master¬ 
mind in Agawam. What 
a lot of people don’t 
realize is that he has 
also coached wrestling 
for nearly three 
decades. Parker spent 
25 years as the wrestling coach for Enfield High 
School, and he is now entering his fourth season here 
at Agawam. 

Last season, with Parker at the helm, the Brownies 
finished the year with a record of 16 wins, six losses, 
and one tie. They placed second in the Division I 
Western Mass. Tournament behind four-time champ 
Ludlow High. Ludlow is simply a wrestling power¬ 
house. Parker agrees that there are some aggressive 
teams out there, but he says his squad is just as 
strong in 2002-2003. 

“We are looking to continue the Agawam tradition,” 
said Parker. “We want to try to win the Western Mass. 
Tournament and place in the top 10 of our division. 
We would like to go to the All-States and eventually to 
the New England Tournament, but that is tough. 
There are individual goals we have set for our 
wrestlers, as well as team goals. The New England 
Tournament is more of an individual one. We have 
only lost two kids from last year, so we are still a very 
strong team." 

Agawam has a majority of juniors this season and 
many returning from last year. The weight classes 
range from 103 pounds to the heavyweight spot at 
275 pounds. Wrestling in the 103-pound class will be 
junior Ryan Long. Long has some experience, but he 
is starting for the first time this season. 

Brenton Reveruzzi placed second in the Western 
Mass. Tournament last year, and as a junior will be 
starting in the 112-pound class. The 119-pound start-

Brownie girls’ hoop confident about 


rejoining region’s elite in 2002-2003 


Coach Bronwyn Monahan feels it. Her senior cap¬ 
tains, Vicky Taylor and Kristin Strole, feel it. 

Agawam High girls’ basketball is back and fully 
recovered following the end of the Kristin Patterson 
(1,000 point scorer) / Barbara Maloni (school’s all-time 
leading scorer) era (1994-1999 seasons). All signs 
point to the Brownies being ready, willing, and able to 
rejoin the elite teams in the region as the 2002-2003 
season tips-off in Northampton for a non-leaguer on 
Monday, December 16th. 

Monahan returns three All-Scholastic players, four 
starters, seven players, and has welcomed a much- 
heratded freshman into a program gushing with opti¬ 
mism about its prospects for the upcoming campaign. 

A winter ago, the Brownies left the courts in the 
Western Mass. Division I quarter-finals following a 
loss to Minnechaug Regional. It left the locals with a 
13-9 slate. Monahan, in her third year saddled in the 
command chair, wants more. Much more. 

At presstime, Monahan was convening a team 
meeting as well as individual sessions with her play¬ 
ers to establish collective and personal goals. She 
couldn’t hide, however, the permeating sentiments 
about the team’s chances shadowing every practice 
and in the locker room as the curtain falls on this 
year’s abbreviated pre-season (due to the late 
Thanksgiving holiday). 

"I think we are capable of 15-5, 16-4, or even bet¬ 
ter this year,” Monahan said. "We know the better the 
record, the better the seed we will receive in the tour¬ 
nament. This team has plenty of talent and desire. 
The girls are very determined to go very far.” 

Monahan’s cast of characters begins with senior 
four-year member and co-captain Vicky Taylor, a slen¬ 
der six-foot forward-center named Second Team All- 
Scholastic a year ago. Taylor is fundamentally sound, 
team-oriented, and devoutly believes in her role as an 
inside defender and rebounder. 

Taylor went to the head of the class (2001-2002) in 
scoring (9.5), rebounding (9.8), total team points, and 
free throws attempted and free throws made last year. 
Moreover, her 23-three pointers (team lead) forced 
many of the heavyweights who were covering her to 
the perimeter, thereby opening up driving lanes to the 
hoop. 

“When Vicky’s per¬ 
imeter game is on, it 
really opens things up 
for us on offense,” 

Monahan noted. “She 
can face the hoop for 
us but still score inside. 

Yet her rebounding and 
defense is also very 
important to us, too.” 

Kristin Strole, a 
three-year team mem¬ 
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ber (7.5 pts.), joins Taylor as a senior co-captain. At 
5’9”, Strole’s physical presence and strength on the 
inside cannot be discounted in their importance. 

According to Monahan, Strole enters the season in 
the best shape of her three-year tenure. “Kristin is in 
excellent shape and ready to go for us. We need her 
defense and rebounding underneath.” 

Agawam's two returning honorable mention All- 
Scholastic members are junior small forward Meg 
Kelly (5’7" - 9.0 pts.) and sophomore guard Lauren 
Peltier (5.5 pts., 16 three’s, led team in assists). 

Kelly can really motor up and down the court, and 
she creates havoc with her quick hands and defensive 
skills in the team’s basic man-to-man set. Monahan 
tells us she plans on unleashing the team’s speed in 
a full-court man-to-man, meaning Kelly can use her 
aggressive nature to create turnovers. "Meg really 
stepped it up for us last year, and I expect even more 
this year,” said Monahan. 

Peltier performed at the vital point guard spot with 
the savvy of an upperclassman. She can shoot, dish- 
off, and possesses strong ball-handling skills to com¬ 
plement her quickness and ability to spearhead the 
transition game. 

This brings the script to the team’s final starter, 
freshman Kara Powell. At such a tender age, she is 
already being compared to the likes of Patterson and 
Maloni when they arrived on the scene as freshmen, 
back when the Lou Conte-coached Brownies were 
always considered a sectional powerhouse. (Conte is 
now the athletic director.) 

Monahan says Powell’s all-court skills and lightning 
speed will make her the team’s point guard as the 
season begins, moving Peltier to the two-guard.

guard like we have in Kara and Lauren," said 
Monahan. “I expect our transition game to be excel¬ 
lent, and we want to run at all times. They are both so 
young, but they both work so well together. If Kara 
goes to the bench, Lauren goes to the point. If the sit¬ 
uation calls for it, Lauren can run the point and Kara 
can operate out of the two spot. We are very lucky.” 

The first guard off the bench will be sophomore 
returnee Elise Davilli (4.2 pts.), an excellent shooter 
at 57” who can also play small forward. 

Sophomore Stacey Boisvert (5.9 pts), a returning 
forward at 5’11” and a nice suprise for Monahan as a 
frosh, is definitely in the scheme, as is 5’11” junior 
returnee Tory Lyons. 

“Both Stacey and Tory have improved tremendous¬ 
ly from last year, and I expect them to produce for us. 
We go eight deep on this team. I really like our depth.” 

Rounding out the roster are three junior guards up 
from the junior varsity - Meg Gloster, Theresa 
Bonavita, and Ashley Velosky. 

As mentioned above, Monahan hopes the team’s 
speed can be harnessed into a fast-break style 
attack, but definitely not run-and-gun. “We want to run 
at all times and feed off the turnovers we get from our 
defense; we'll always look for the open teammate for 
the easy basket." 

At presstime, Monahan was installing a half-court 
zone trap and diagramming a full-court zone press to 
add to the team’s repertoire. 

“There was so little time to prepare this year. We 
will use our basic man-to-man and see what hap¬ 
pens.” 

The coach expects the Valley Wheel to be a race 
to the finish, with the likes of Minnechaug and 
Cathedral in the way (she also mentioned Amherst 
Regional). Central High has been touted as a very 
tough squad which the Brownies will face on the inde¬ 
pendent schedule, as well as Belchertown (moved up 
from the lower division). 

The 20-game schedule includes eight league 
games and 12 independent games. The league and 
regular-season finale is against Minnechaug (over 
there) on February 20th.

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Agawam High’s senior-driven girls’ winter track team 
seeks Div. I title; boys’ squad to be led by Slachetka 


Winter track Coach Dan Pryce - now in his third 
year directing the fortunes of the Brownies' indoor 
teams - has more material to work with as the 2002 - 
2003 gets underway than he probably will possess 
again for a while. 

This is because of an outwardly strong and talent¬ 
ed senior class on both sides of the aisle. 

Start with the girls. His list of senior point-producers 
and recognized regional “go-to gals" goes on and on. 
The Brownies open the season on Thursday, 
December 19th, versus Chicopee Comp at the 
impressive indoor facility at Northampton’s Smith 
College (the home of Western Mass, winter track). 

The Brownies are coming off of last year’s 7-1 
indoor season as the co-champs of Division I and the 
third-place finishers in Western Mass. Pryce and his 
team weren’t satisified with that. At all. 

“With this senior class, it’s a safe bet to say we are 
looking to win it all. I know many of the girls are look¬ 
ing in that direction, especially the seniors. This is def- 
initeiy the best group of seniors in track that Vve seen 
here in a long time," said Pryce. 

He returns five (all seniors) of six state qualifiers 
from last winter, losing only Kelly Cassidy (WMass. 
55-meter hurdles champ and First Team All- 
Scholastic) to graduation. Cassidy, the team’s leading 
indoor scorer, is now performing for UMass-Lowell. 

First up is two-time First Team All-Scholastic senior 
Kaitlin Sardella. Tabbed by Pryce as “the fierce little 
warrior,” Sardella - just over 5’ - was undefeated in the 
600 meters last winter, running the fastest time in 
Western Mass. She placed seventh in the state’s 
Class B Meet, breaking her own school record time 
(143.84). She just missed qualifying for the New 
England Meet by several tenths of a second. 

She doubles in the 1,000 meters for Agawam dur¬ 
ing the dual meets, and was the 1,000-meter WMass. 
champ as a sophomore. 

“I think Kaitlin's personal goal should be to qualify 
for New England’s. She just missed getting there last 
year. She always runs well for us under pressure, and 
gets even better as the competition gets better," 
added Pryce. 

Sardella anchors the school’s record-holding 4 x 
800 relay. 

Indoor shot put school record-holder Christine 
McGavin (32.2 feet) - Second Team All-Scholastic in 
‘ 01-’02 after being a first-teamer as a sophomore by 
winning Western Mass. - is back and ready to launch. 

“For this team to win the big meets, we need 
Christine at her best,” said Pryce. 

Two of the team’s most versatile performers and 
point-scorers, Danielle Cirillo and Andrea Babbin, are 
getting into the groove after bouts with mono. Cirillo 
was a state qualifier in the 300-meter dash last year 
as a junior (school record) and the year before as a 
sophomore, but she also scores in the 55-meter dash, 
long jump, and high jump (as well as anchoring a 

relay). 


This year, Pryce is priming Cirillo’s outdoor special¬ 
ty, the 300-meter hurdles (school record-holder), with 
the 55-meter indoor hurdles (a new event for her). 
“Danielle does so many things well for us, and now we 
are going to ask her to do the 55 hurdles. With her 
speed and athletic ability, I have no doubt she will get 
it done." 

Babbin, like Cirillo, is a two-time state qualifier. She 
finished fourth in WMass. in the long jump, and fifth in 
the 55-meter dash. She can run the sprint relays. 
"Like Danielle, we need to get Andrea healthy. She 
can do many things for us and is an outstanding ath¬ 
lete,” added Pryce. 

The last returning state qualifier is Jody Pfau, the 
school record-holder in the 1,000-meter run. She 
placed fifth at the Western Mass. Meet (3:18.93), 
scoring 42.75 team points a year ago. Pfau is a mem¬ 
ber of the 4 x 800 relay, and (according to Pryce) is 
just another fine runner the Brownies can field (she 
also ran the mile a few times for the team last winter 
in key situations). 

Next up are senior co-captains Becky Carey and 
Shannon McDyer. Carey is a sprinter while McDyer is 
a jack-of-all-trades: 300-meter dash, 55 hurdles, long 
jump, and high jump. 

Senior Heather Cox, another 55-meter hurdler, 
always gives Pryce a strong effort, but she is current¬ 
ly out with mono. Two other seniors mentioned by 
Pryce - Katie Baum (long jump) and Lindsey Carey - 
will add even more depth to the team. 

For underclassmen, sophomore Katherine 
Andrews, the school record-holder in the two-mile, 
returns with more strength and experience (she is 
coming off a strong cross country season). Junior 
speedster Adrieanne Brodowsky figures into the mix, 
as well as junior Vicky Urrea (600 and 1,000 meters), 
junior Amy Lownds (600 meters), and junior Brianne 
Nicklaw (high jump). 

Pryce also looks to the Malloy twins, juniors Katie 
and Alicia, as key cogs to the squad. Both are excel¬ 
lent athletes. Katie’s specialty is the high jump, and 
Alicia (says Pryce) has plenty of speed with some 
endurance (300-meter dash, long jump). Like several 
of their teammates, the Malloys are battling mono in 
the pre-season. 

Freshman sprinter Lauren Suprenant (a pleasant 
surprise for Pryce in this training period) is adding 
depth to the sprinters. "I really like this kid," said 
Pryce. 

The head coach is assisted by new distance Coach 
Kirstin Margeson, Ian Lane, and weight coach Chris 
Benjamin. 

“Amherst will be huge competition for us. And 
Minnechaug (last year’s WMass. champs) lost a lot, 
but they always comes in with a good team," added 
Pryce.

While the boys’ side is not as deep as the girls, sen¬ 
ior captain John Slachetka - a two-year state qualifier

and Second Team All-Scholastic in ‘01-’02 - brings 
plenty to the plate. “Slats" placed third in the 300- 
meter dash at the Western Mass. Meet and third in the 
long jump. He led the team in scoring by a huge mar¬ 
gin during a season where the boys ended at 6-1 
(third in Division I and fifth in Western Mass.). 

“John is the real deal. He’s in great shape from 
running cross country and is now working on his 
speed. It’s a big body 
change going from 
endurance and long¬ 
distance running to 
speed running. But 
John is such a hard 
worker, he will be 
ready for us,” said 
Pryce. 

Pryce’s two other 
state qualifiers are 
also seniors. Ryan 
“Burn" McGurn, the 
team’s third-leading 
point-scorer, is back 
to run the 55 hurdles, 

4 x 200 relay, and 
long jumps and high 
jumps, as is 1 , 000 - 
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Senior Mike Defilippi - coming off the best finish of 
any Agawam High cross country runner on the books 
- returns to the team as a much-improved two-miler 
(or the mile), and versatile senior Mike McGeoghan is 
also back (long jump, high jump, 300 meters). 

For the underclassmen, junior 600-meter runner 
Randy Carlton will be counted on to score points. 

Pryce was pleased with the addition of three senior 
newcomers - Sal Santaniello, Arthur Nowik, and big 
6’5”, 320-pound Joe Bonini. Guess what he’s doing? 
“This kid can really throw the shot put. He’s throwing 
great in practice, and we are working hard on his tech¬ 
nique and timing. Nowik is a guy who can also throw 
the shot and can high jump, and Santaniello is very 
fast. I can see him running the 300 meters and the 55 
meters for us, and he will get better and better as he 
gains experience.” 

Pryce lost a pair of state qualifiers to graduation - 
senior strongman Matt Picard, and 600-meter and 
1,000-meter specialist Steve Atkinson. 

“On the boys' side, we are not really as loaded as 
the girls, but we will be okay. We have 37 boys on the 
team. Like the girls, we are a senior-driven team,” 
added Pryce. 

Defending champ Amherst Regional, a perennial 
track power, is again the team to beat, according to 
the coach. 
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New coach brings new energy to AHS boys basketball 


As the snow begins to fall and the temperature 
drops, it is a time of rebirth for winter sports at 
Agawam High School. 

Agawam is a town that has built a strong athletic 
foundation and takes pride in its decades of success¬ 
ful programs. 

Still, the sport of basketball remains one of the 
more popular ones here. Although it has been a while 
since the boys’ varsity team has made it to the tour¬ 
nament (six years, technically speaking), they intend 
to come out and surprise some people this season 
after a 5-15 slate in 2001-2002. 

Over the past few years, the accomplishments of 
the girls’ basketball program have somewhat over¬ 
shadowed that of a rather lackluster boys’ team. Not 
since the 1996-1997 season has Agawam found true 
success on the hardwood. That, of course, is the bad 
news. The good news for us roundball fans is that the 
Brownies have a new face this year. Actually, they 
have several new faces. 

One of them is varsity head Coach Mike Vedovelli. 
Vedovelli has been involved with coaching basketball 
for nearly seven years. He spent six years with 
Cathedral High School. In his first year there, he 
served as the assistant coach for the boys’ junior var¬ 
sity squad. The following five years, he took over as 
the junior varsity head coach and posted a record of 
59-31. 

Joining the Brownies’ organization has already 
proven to be worthwhile for Vedovelli and he is look¬ 
ing forward to his new title. "After being a JV coach for 
six years, you kind of want to make that leap to see 
what you can do," said Vedovelli. "The position was 
open, and I thought it was a great situation to go into.” 

Assisting Vedovelli is Tom Smythe. Smythe joined 
Vedovelli during his stay at Cathedral and has been 
with him for a year. The revamped staff is brimming 
with enthusiasm, which will undoubtedly rub off on

their young players. 

"The first day that I met these kids,” said Vedovelli, 

“I said that we want to practice harder, play harder, 
and just be smarter than every other team. There’s 
going to be a lot of enthusiasm out there on the court. 

I tell the kids to just play hard, play good defense, and 
have fun." 

As far as tryouts are concerned, the turnout was 
encouraging. AHS had a total for all three teams 
(freshman, junior varsity, and'varsity) of 51 kids. Of 
the initial 51, 34 of them made the cuts. The freshman 
squad consists of 12 players, while both JV and varsi¬ 
ty have 11. Four seniors, six juniors, and one sopho¬ 
more make up the varsity team. Six of them are 
returning players: senior forward/tri-captain Dave 
Bienia, senior forward/tri-captain Joe Clark, senior 
guard Mario Maloni, junior guard/tri-captain Casey 
Federico, junior center Justin Perry, and junior center 
Tom Gorman. 

“The thing I like is that each kid brings something 
different to the table," Vedovelli said. “All 11 players 
contribute and it’s nice to see different kids do a lot of 
different things. Whether their strength is rebounding, 
running the floor, or playing solid defense, I think they 
are growing into their roles and are starting to grasp 
what I’m trying to do here. We have some good lead¬ 
ers on the team and the other kids are feeding off of 
it.” 

There have been some changes in the league play 
as well this year. Where there used to be three 
leagues (the Valley League, the Valley Wheel, and 
Suburban), now exists only two (Valley League and 
Suburban). Chicopee, Amherst, and Longmeadow 
join the five other city teams in the Valley League, 
increasing the number to eight, while Agawam plays 
in the Suburban League totaling nine teams - 
Agawam, East Longmeadow, Minnechaug, Putnam, 
West Springfield, Northampton, Greenfield, Westfield, 
and Chicopee Comp. These modifications w\\\ give the 


Brownies a 16-game season and provide an exciting 
start for the new coaches and their teams. 

Despite time limitations for practice because of this 
year’s late Thanksgiving, a great deal has already 
been accomplished. "I take practice very seriously, 
says Vedovelli. “I have a lot of intensity, and as I ve 
told the kids, you shouldn't let us (the coaches) want 
it more than you do. We don’t cut corners. We go from 
end line to end line, the full 86 feet of the court. We 
don’t let up and we don't allow them to let up. Each 
day you can see the players making progress. There’s 
a lot of enthusiasm in these kids, and they’re hungry. 
We saw that from day one and I love being around 
them. It’s a great feeling when you can actually grow 
with somebody and see positive results.” 

Aware of the fact that all coaches have goals for 
their teams, Vedovelli notes that defense and funda¬ 
mentals are most important. “We want to get better 
each and every game,” commented Vedovelli. “We 
will take it one game at a time. I would love to make 
the tournament. With the new league alignment, we 
have 16 league games this year and it should be a fun 
year." 

Due to the fact that it’s so early in the season, 
there’s really no telling who is going to provide the 
toughest challenge for Agawam. Vedovelli did state 
that there are some strong teams out there. He men¬ 
tioned Minnechaug and West Side as being a couple 
of them. Putnam is also a team that did well in the 
summer league and will prove to be a worthy adver¬ 
sary. 

Agawam will tip off their season against the 
Longmeadow Lancers on Friday, December 13th. The 
Brownies are hosting Longmeadow at Clifford P. 
Kibbe Gymnasium, Agawam High School, and the 
game is scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Both the coaches 
and players are eager and ready to get the season 
underway. So, get out there and give the team some 
love.

er has not yet been determined, but the two probables 
are junior Barrington Douse and sophomore Jim 
Lewin. 

Battling for the 125-pound class are juniors Rob 
Lacombe and Shane Demers, and sophomore Adam 
Ceccarini. 

Junior Ryan Sullivan finished fifth in Western Mass, 
last year and starts at the 130-pound spot. Dan 
Mason is a junior starting at 135 pounds. 

At 140 pounds, Adam Blackak is a senior tri-cap¬ 
tain and placed second in his weight last year. 

Junior Anthony Manzi starts at 145. 

Paul Pilegi is a senior and tri-captain, having 
placed second in Western Mass, and fifth in the 
States during the 2001-2002 season. He is at the 152- 
pound spot. 

Bruce LeClair finished fourth last year and takes 
the 160-pound class as a senior and tri-captain.

The softball Brownies have reached the Division I 
playoffs each year with Vicky’s height and octopus¬ 
like arms occupying the infield’s right corner. As a 
sophomore, the Brownies bowed to Cathedral in the 
championship game. While she did not return to the 
soccer Brownies this past fall, the long-time goalie 
served the varsity well as a sophomore and junior, 
including the now-famous ‘‘from worst to first" 2001 
team that won the Division I Western Mass, title. 

With no hesitation, she calls basketball her true 
athletic passion. 

Vicky's subjects have always been tagged “high 
ability," “honors” or "advanced placement.” Currently, 
she’s taking English 12, calculus (honors), culinary 
arts I, child development, psychology, and (as men¬ 
tioned above) the school newspaper and yearbook. 

Her favorite subject is math, but social studies 
teacher Joseph Fitzgerald is her best and most 
admired faculty member. Blue is Vicky’s color. Her 
18th birthday will be on February 23rd. 

“Friends” is the TV show she always tries to watch, 
and on the big screen, all three “Austin Powers” flicks 
tickle her funny bone. 

For wheels, she has no dream sled, telling us, “I’ve 
never been much into or very picky about cars." 

Vicky's taste in music runs the table, but she says, 
“Nellie the rapper is someone I will always listen to." 

She dresses sporty, with Old Navy and American 
Eagle at the Holyoke Mall as places to shop. Vicky 
likes to hang with her friends, wherever they may be. 

Her top jock is former University of Connecticut All- 
American hoop player Shea Ralph, and not coinci¬ 
dentally, UConn women’s hoop is Vicky’s favorite 
sports team. 

While Vicky’s school newspaper and yearbook 
duties keep the pace fast and furious before, during, 
and after school, she is a member of the Math Club 
and AFS Club; is the director of the Office of Student 
Affairs; and is co-president of Agawam High’s 
“Athletes In Motion.” Regarding AHS’s “Athletes In 
Motion," Vicky noted, “Our major fundraiser was for 
the Children’s Miracle Network. It was lot of work, but 
also a lot of fun." 

She also is a member of the school’s “Relay for 
Life” effort at Springfield College. 

Vicky’s peers voted her as “top female athlete” for 
the Class of 2003. 

As an athlete, Vicky’s operates unselfishly with a 
team-first attitude; it’s one of her trademarks. Another 
is her hard work. Ditto dedication. 

Over the summer, a day didn’t go by where she 
couldn't be found practicing at the school’s Mill Street 
outdoor courts in the hot sun. She added jogging and 
weightlifting to the regimen. Once school began in 
September, she always made time for more practice 
on the outdoor courts, running, and sessions in the 
weight room. 

“There were many days last summer when it was 
[very, very hot andj would be the only one out there,”

said Vicky, referring to the time spent on the steamy 
concrete. “But I loved it.” 

She was a member of the West Region’s Bay State 
Games girls’ hoop team in July. The team recorded 
'three wins and won a bronze medal. Soon after, sev¬ 
eral college coaches who attended the games began 
dialing her Feeding Hills home. 

She enters the 2002-2003 hoop season that opens 
on Monday, December 16th (at Northampton High) on 
a young team with just two seniors and four returning 
starters (seven returnees in all). The team finished 13- 
9 a year ago and bowed in the Division I quarter-finals 
to Minnechaug Regional after defeating Holyoke High 
in the opening round. 

She has tabulated 454 points in three seasons (two 
as a starter). Vicky’s numbers continue to climb. As a 
sophomore, she averaged 7.9 points, 9.3 rebounds, 
and was third in team three-pointers (an aspect of her 
game that makes her a very valuable commodity). 

Last winter was a breakout year. She led the team 
in scoring (9.5), rebounds (9.8), three-pointers (23), 
total points, and free throws attempted. If there’s a rap 
on her offensive game, it’s that she takes too few 
shots. 

Vicky prefers to face the hoop when on offense due 
to her accurate perimeter game, but give her props for 
a solid inside game as well. And there’s plenty of 
game for Vicky under the hoop, where she’s vital to 
the team’s success by sweeping the defensive boards 
against opponents who are often taller and heavier. 

“I really like banging when I play defense and 
rebound. I learned very good fundamentals from my 
coaches, including Mr. (Lou) Conte (the current ath¬ 
letic director who coached Vicky as a freshman before 
leaving his long-time post behind the girls’ bench to 
assume the AD duties). I was taught that positioning 
and boxing-out is everything when rebounding. 
Playing defense is desire and moving your feet.” 

Vicky feels she brings much to the table as one of 
this year’s senior co-captains. “This is my fourth year 
on the team, so I have in a way always assumed 
some leadership responsibilities, especially last sea¬ 


son. 

Vicky squirms a bit when asked to talk about her¬ 
self as a player. Not so when discussing this year’s 
team. No gray area here. 

“I think we have a fantastic team with so much tal¬ 
ent this year. We have so much potential. I have no 
doubt that we can win the Western Mass, title. We 
have depth, speed, outside shooting, quickness, and 
a good inside game. Although we are young, we are 
experienced. Winning the title is the goal.” 

She says her proudest sports moment was being a 
member of the 2001 Western Mass, girls’ soccer 
championship team, as well as reaching the Division I 
finals as a sophomore in softball. “And any time we 
win a basketball game, it’s a thrill for me.” 

Colleges seeking Vicky's services as a student-ath¬ 
lete include Western New England, Eastern 
Connecticut, Western Connecticut, Bridgewater State, 
and Worcester State. She’s leaning towards either 
WNEC or Eastern. She plans on majoring in com- 
muncations, with an eye towards a career in the 
media - newspaper reporting or TV writing (on or off 
the camera). 

Her mother is Joanne, a familiar face around AHS 
sports because of her work in the various booster 
clubs. She has an older brother, Matthew, 20, a junior 
at UMass and a former volleyball player for AHS. 

Vicky’s is emphatic about her admiration for her 
mom. “My mom raised me as a single parent. She put 
no restraints on me or my brother - she only wanted 
us to be the best we could be and to be happy. My 
mom is my number one fan and is my best friend." 

To Vicky, being remembered during her days at 
AHS as a “hardworking and dedicated person who 
was well-liked by everybody" would be a nice legacy.
